Report of the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager for 1982 


The year 1982 is hard to characterize unless one chooses to call it the 
year of the Revaluation Program. This one item seemed to have greater 
personal impact on property owners more than any other single happening 
within the community. The program, which began in May of 1981, was com- 
pleted in time for new valuations to be sent out during the first week of July. 


A goal of 95 percent of real market value had been hoped for, but the 
actual figure was almost exactly 100 percent, which is considered excellent. 


It was estimated by Assessor Charles Vogler that about one-third of the 
Town’s property parcels increased in overall tax liability, a third decreased, 
and a third remained more-or-less stable. In general, waterfront 
assessments increased more than backland parcels; urban parcels stayed 
even; mobile homes came down slightly; and rural parcels went up slight- 
ly. The property revaluation increased the Town’s assessed valuation from 
$68,744,100.00 in 1981 to $224,792,950. in 1982, or an increase of 3.26 times. In 
other words, a house assessed in 1981 at 20,000. would be assessed in 1982 
at 65,200. That is, the 1982 figure would represent the actual 100 percent of 
real market value, as compared with approximately 31 percent of market 
value in 1981. 


State law does require that anyone wishing to protest their appraised 
value must do so within four months from the date when the tax notices were 
sent out on October 18, 1982. 


Major construction projects within the community probably governed 
almost as much attention as other activities. 


In May, two separate contracts, for construction of a new sewer line 
in Meredith as a part of the regional sewer system known as the Win- 
nipesaukee River Basin Project, were awarded to Frank Gioiso and Sons 
of Hyde Park, Massachusetts. 


Work began on the two projects the week after Labor Day and construc- 
tion is scheduled for completion before the Summer season begins. 


The new line will connect the Town of Meredith with the new regional 
waste treatment facility in Franklin. 
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In June, an announcement was made by the N.H. Department of Public 
Works and Highways, that the long-anticipated improvements to the in- 
tersection of Routes 3 and 25 would be delayed until at least 1984. As a result 
State Representative Marshall French set up a meeting with State Highway 
Commissioner John A. Clements to discuss the Town’s dismay at the deci- 
sion to delay the project. The prime concern was the unduly long time the 
intersection would be torn up due to lack of coordination with the sewer and 
other construction activities at the intersection. 


The meeting with Commissioner Clements was attended by Represen- 
tatives Marshall French and Earle Hardy. Also in attendance were Select- 
men Stephen Nedeau, Lawrence Swain and Christine Hayes; and Town 
Manager, Edward Schuette. 


As a result of the meeting, and due to the fact that bids on other Federally 
Funded projects were coming in at five to ten percent beyond original 
estimates, the Commissioner agreed that it would probably be possible to 
move the project back to its original starting date. Shortly thereafter this 
was confirmed and a minor part of the work entailed began in November. 
The project which will commence in earnest in the Spring of 1983, will widen 
the intersection and add two new left turn lanes: an extra lane southbound 
on Route 3, and one more westbound on Route 25. 


Construction will be temporarily halted during the Summer season and 
will re-commence after Labor Day. The final wearing course of hardtop will 
be put down next Fall with final completion accomplished prior to Nov- 
ember 1. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March the voters dealt with fifty-nine 
separate Warrant articles. 


Among the more meaningful items was approval of the purchase of an 
IBM Computer. In sharp contrast to the 1981 Town Meeting, the article on 
the computer encountered almost no opposition from the floor. The com- 
puter expenditure of $24,000.00 from Federal General Reserve Sharing funds 
was presented to Town Meeting by Chuck Thorndike, as representative of 
a study committee appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


Christine Hayes, formerly Finance Director for the Town of Meredith, 
was elected as the Town’s first woman Selectman in over two decades. She 
narrowly defeated John Dever by a vote of 416 to 408. Henry Voudren, a last- 
minute write-in candidate received 48 votes. 


After lively debate, by a close vote the Town Meeting voted to support 
a USA-USSR mutual Freeze on the development of nuclear weapons. 
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$16,500.00 was approved for the spraying of Gypsy Moths. Following a 
survey of the most infected areas in the Town, a spray program was put 
into operation in early Summer. Although spraying was limited to little more 
than the Town’s right-of-way on both sides of specific streets and roads, the 
results were considered to have been very good. The intent of the spraying 
program was to lessen the nuisance problem for residents to the greatest 
extent possible within the limited fund available. 


The annual Summer Town Meeting in July was perhaps one of the 
liveliest ever. Of prime concern to the more than 150 ‘‘Summer Residents”’ 
present was the Town’s property tax revaluation. The meeting took on a 
hostile tone as more than twenty different individuals took the floor to com- 
plain about the State-mandated property tax revaluation. However, the 
meeting did close in somewhat of a conciliatory fashion when William 
Melville of Sands of Brookhurst praised Town officials for the quality of ser- 
vices provided to all residents. 


In October, the Meredith Master Plan was unveiled to the public. The 
Plan, prepared by the Lakes Region Planning Commission, is over 350 pages 
in length and is designed as an instrument to advance the harmonious 
development of Meredith in the next twenty years. 


Begun over two years earlier, the Meredith Master Plan started out with 
ten goals for the Town as conceived by the Meredith Planning Board. After 
setting forth these goals the Plan proceeds to describe existing conditions 
in the Town, analyzes the data made available through several surveys and 
other sources, and makes strong recommendations as to how the Town can 
attain its goals and continue to be a safe and healthy place for people to live 
and work. 


The Plan is intended to serve current and future generations with 
carefully considered recommendations for the growth of the Town. 


On the following pages we submit for your consideration the individual 
reports of various Boards, Departments, Committees, and associations 
which have provided service to the Town during 1982 along with related finan- 
cial statements and activities of general interest. 


You will find records of action taken at last year’s Town Meeting and 
a list of Warrant articles to be considered at the 1983 Town Meeting. 


The 1983 Town Meeting will take place on Tuesday, March 8th at the 
St. Charles Church Auditorium on Route 3 between 9:00 A.M. and7:00 P.M. 
for the purpose of electing officers and acting on questions requiring an of-

ficial ballot vote. After balloting is completed, the meeting will be adjourn- 
ed to the Inter-Lakes High School Auditorium on the following evening, 
Wednesday, March 9th at 7:00 P.M. to transact other business.

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DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
Wednesday, March 10, 1982 


The deliberative session was called to order at 7:30 PM at the Robert 
Pottle Memorial Auditorium at Inter-Lakes High School, Route 25, Meredith, 
N.H. by Moderator Joseph Parkman. Mr. Parkman gave the invocation. 


The registered voters were checked into a designated area using the 
legal checklist with approximately 300 voters attending. Mr. Parkman gave 
the results of the previous day balloting. 


The Moderator gave the following guidelines to the assembly. The ar- 
ticles will be taken in numerical order. The debate will be orderly on both 
sides and no personalities are to be discussed. You must approach the 
microphone and state name to address the assembly. Questions will be ad- 
dressed to the Moderator. A motion was made and seconded to allow the 
following non-residents to speak if the occasion should arise, Joyce Bavis, 
Mark Haynes, Jack Cilley and Michael Murphy. The assembly voted to allow 
them to speak. Town Manager Edward Schuette introduced Department 
Heads, Fred Copp, Fire Department, John Curran, Police Department, Jack 
Cilley, Town Engineer, Harold Sargent, Highway Department, Tom Howard, 
Parks & Recreation, Joyce Bavis, Finance Officer, Charles Vogler, Assessor 
and Michael Murphy who is the Town Counsel. 


ARTICLE 15 


Selectman Nedeau moved to see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Treasurer to borrow in anticipation of taxes such sums 
as are necessary for the operation of the Town and to set the rates, effect 
the issuance of notes; and to otherwise negotiate for the sale of notes to be 
paid within the present fiscal year. Seconded by Selectman Dever. He ex- 
plained that this article gives the Board of Selectmen authorization 
necessary to allow them to issue tax anticipation notes, the funds are used 
to operate the Town throughout the year.

Mr. Joe Dever, chairman of the Parks & Playground Commission stated 
that the five members felt that this position was needed and a pamphlet had 
been prepared that explained their position and this was available to the 
assembly if they didn’t have one. 


John Dever Jr. explained that the Selectmen had brought this before 
the people because of the complaints they had received and wanted the vote 
of the people to continue or discontinue this position. 


There was considerable discussion from the floor. Mr. Joe Dever, Gary 
Fletcher, Terry Berry and Claudio Collette spoke in favor on keeping a full- 
time director. Selectmen Nedeau and Dever spoke for discontinuance of a 
full-time director. 


Mr. Torr moved the question. There was no further discussion. The mo- 
tion to discontinue the full-time director was defeated soundly by a voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 17 


By motion of Town Manager Schuette it was moved, and duly seconded 
by Mr. Swain, to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,933,907.18 to meet the necessary operational expenses of the Town for 
the forthcoming year. Mr. Schuette explained that $185,886.00 is water and 
sewer which will not impact the tax rate because both are self-supporting. 
We are required to include this figure. The actual operating budget is 
$1,748,021.18. The offsetting revenue is estimated to be as follows: Local 
$573,846.00, State $114,785.85, Federal $2000.00. The net amount to be raised 
through taxation is estimated to be $1,243,275.33 and the tax impact would 
be $17.27. 


Mr. Hardy asked if the 1982 Budget agreed with the posted warrant. 
Earle Hardy and Marshall French questioned the manner in which items 
had been listed in the 1981 budget. Mr. French felt that the Legislative Body 
of Meredith did not know what was being voted on because of a discrepency 
in Capital outlay and Water Street Sewer Extension. He desired to have a 
line by line explanation of the budget. 


Mrs. Joyce Bavis explained the difference was due to the change in 
Finance Officers and their different method of entry. 


Mr. Schuette said the Revenue Administration and the auditors had ap- 
proved the entries. Mr. Norman Baker, a former Selectman, defended 
preparation of the 1981 Budget. 
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Mr. Donald Fiskin discussed the personnel plan and merit increases. 
He felt Budget Process was not the way to change the Personnel Plan. Thirty- 
six employees have step increases due, which means with the 7% increase 
they would receive 2.3% cost of living and 4.7% step; others not getting a 
step would receive 7%. If all employees that were due the step increase and 
the 7% increase the cost would be approximately $11,000. 


By motion of Mr. Fiskin it was moved to amend the budget with an ap- 
proximate increase of $11,000. This increase would provide for all employees 
to receive a 7% cost of living increase and those employees entitled to merit 
increases to continue. The motion was seconded by Jonathan James. 


Discussion was held on the amendment. Explanation of the step in- 
creases was given by Mr. Schuette. 


The amendment was passed in the affirmative. 


The motion was made to reduce the budget by $11,800 or by the amount 
necessary to pay personnel the merit step system. The amendment was 
seconded and passed in the affirmative. 


There were questions from the floor on different line items and the 
reason for increases on the Police Department Budget. Chief Curran explain- 
ed the higher cost of vehicle maintenance and personnel. Federal funds are 
not available this year resulting in increases. No further discussion. The 
article as amended was passed in the affirmative by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 18 


By motion of Selectman Dever, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Schuette, to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Town 
Manager to apply for, negotiate, and do all other things necessary to obtain 
such State and/or Federal Funds that may become available throughout 
the year and expend the same. 


Mr. Dever explained that RSA 31:95B provides that any monies shall: 

1. be used only for legal purposes for which a town may appropriate 
money 

2. require the Selectmen to hold a prior public hearing on the action to 
be taken 

3. not require the expenditure of other Town funds 

4. be exempt from all provisions of RSA 32 relative to limitation and 
expenditure of Town monies. 
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This article authorizes the Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for 
these Federal funds which they are unable to anticipate at this time. Tax 
impact is zero. 


No discussion. Article passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 19 


By motion of Mr. Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Nedeau to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell and 
transfer title to all real estate taken by the Town in default or redemption 
from any tax sale to such person and upon such conditions as they see fit. 
Mr. Schuette explained that this article is required by law to be listed in 
the Town warrant. It allows the Town to recover the taxes and not penalize 
individuals that might have fallen on difficult times thru no fault of their own. 


No further questions or discussion. Motion was passed in the affirmative 
by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 20 


By motion of Selectman S. Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded 
by John Dever, to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Ten 
thousand ($10,000) Dollars from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing a tractor for maintenance use for Building and 
Grounds Department and Parks & Recreation. This will be an industrial 
17HP diesel-bucket tractor replacing a 1973 Bolens garden tractor. 


The question was raised if it would be less expensive to hire out this type 
of maintenance rather than purchase equipment. Mr. Schuette said it would 
be cheaper to acquire the tractor. Mr. Haynes stated that from April thru 
October it took three days of each week to maintain parks and other public 
areas. 


No further questions. Article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 21 

By motion of Selectman Dever, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Swain, to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
Thirty-six thousand ($36,000) Dollars from the General Revenue Sharing 


Fund for the purpose of purchasing a snowblower for the highway 
department. 
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Mr. Dever explained this piece of equipment is necessary for the pro- 
per removal of snow and because of the old equipment that was mostly out 
of service because of repairs, it is important to replace it. The Snogo model 
MP-3D would be replacing the 1976 Sicard 2100 snowblower. There would 
be rental and trade-in allowances made toward the new equipment. 


James Waldron made a motion to read $33,000. to be spent for the pur- 
chase of a snowblower. It was duly seconded. It was explained that the $36,000 
figure included the $3000. from the highway budget and had to be replaced. 


Amendment defeated. Original motion passed in the affirmative by a 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22 


By motion of Mr. Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Dever, to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of fourteen thou- 
sand ($14,000) dollars from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for the pur- 
pose of purchasing equipment for the Police Department. Mr. Schuette ex- 
plained that this would allow the Selectmen to spend $14,000 to purchase one 
fully equipped police cruiser and one used four wheel drive vehicle. 


No discussion, motion passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 23 


By motion of Steve Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded by Select- 
man Swain, to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of twenty- 
one thousand ($21,000) dollars from the General Revenue Sharing Fund for 
the purpose of paying Meredith’s share of the Winnipesaukee River Basin 
Capital costs. 


Mr. Nedeau explained that this is a long term commitment of 14 more 
years. He expected the project to start in May. 


No discussion, no questions. Motion passed as read in the affirmative 
by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 24 


By motion of Selectman Swain, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Dever, to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of twenty-four 
thousand ($24,000) dollars from the General Revenue Sharing Fund as an 
initial payment on the purchase of a computer. 


Al 


Mr. Swain told the assembly the Selectmen were proposing the purchase 
of an IBM-34 computer system recommended by an independent citizens 
committee. The overall cost would be about $64,000 with $24,000 down and 
the remainder to be financed at 9.75% with IBM for five years. He explain- 
ed this system would be capable of handling all requirements of the Town 
and had easy expandability. Mr. Swain expressed his thanks on behalf of 
the Board of Selectmen to the Citizens Committee which included expertise 
in the business and computer areas: Chuck Thorndike, Dottie Forsberg, John 
Hodsdon, Ken Duguay, Joyce Bavis and Charles Vogler. | 


Mr. Chuck Thorndike explained in detail what the computer would ac- 
complish and why this particular system was chosen. His presentation 
covered many anticipated questions and covered all aspects of the computer 
purchase. 


There was very little discussion or questions. 
Motion passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 25 


By motion of Selectman Dever, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Nedeau, to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty 
thousand ($30,000) dollars for the Highway Capital Equipment Reserve Fund 
as authorized by the Revised Statutes Annotated 35:1, 35:18. 


Mr. Dever explained that this is an annual appropriation and the fund 
is built up in anticipation of future needs of the highway department and 
is an attempt to recognize the cost to the Town of equipment depreciation 
and to prepare for major expenditures in advance to avoid dramatic im- 
pacts on the tax rate. The increase in the amount requested is due to the 
increase cost of equipment. Tax impact would be 42 cents. 


No further discussion. Motion passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 26 

By motion of Selectman Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded to 
see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
($10,000) dollars for a Refuse Disposal Capital Reserve Fund as authorized 


by revised statutes annotated 35:1, 35:18, and to authorize the Selectmen 
to expend such amounts as may be necessary in major repairs as required. 
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Selectman Nedeau explained that this article would raise $10,000 for the 
Disposal Capital Reserve Fund. This is an increase of $2000 over the 1981 
appropriation. It is an effort on the part of the Board of Selectmen to 
recognize that there are certain capital maintenance expenses down the road 
for the Refuse Disposal Facility which will have a major tax impact if we 
are not prepared to address them. 


There was no further discussion. The motion was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 27 


By motion of Selectman Dever it was moved and duly seconded to see 
if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty thousand 
($20,000) dollars for the Fire Department Capital Equipment Reserve Fund 
as authorized by revised statutes annotated 35:1, 35:18. 


Selectman Dever explained that this article would raise $20,000 for the 
Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund. The philosophy is the same as that 
with the Highway Department, essentially an effort to avoid a major one 
year tax increase to purchase a new piece of fire apparatus. At the present 
time there is a good possibility that next year a major piece of fire equip- 
ment will have to be replaced at an anticipated cost in the vicinity of $120,000. 


There was no further discussion. The motion was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 28 


By motion of Mr. Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand ($1000) 
dollars to establish a Parks and Recreation Department Capital Reserve 
Fund as authorized by the RSA 35:1 and 35:18. 


Mr. Schuette explained that this article would raise $1,000 to establish 
a fund anticipated to become an annual appropriation for the purpose of 
replacement of capital items on a periodic basis without seriously impac- 
ting the tax rate in any given year. 


There was no further discussion. The motion was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 29 


By motion of Selectman Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded to 
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see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand 
($4,000) dollars to conduct an analysis of the ash from the incinerator for 
determination of suitability for use as cover material at the ‘‘old dump,”’ 
and to determine the capability of the present dump site for expansion 
through soil borings and other appropriate tests. 


Selectman Nedeau explained that this would enable the town to under- 
take appropriate tests to meet anticipated state requirements in the im- 
plementation of laws dealing with land use controls in such areas, resulting 
in a tax impact of five cents. 


There was no further discussion. The motion was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 30 


By motion of Selectman Swain, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Dever to see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
thirty thousand ($30,000) for the purpose of completing reconstruction of 
segments of Old Hubbard Road. 


Selectman Swain explained that this amount is to be appropriated over 
and above additional highway subsidy reconstruction funds to cover the costs 
of completing the Old Hubbard Road reconstruction program began in 1981. 
The tax impact would be 41 cents. 


There was no further discussion. The motion was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 31 . 


By motion of Mr. Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded by Select- 
man Nedeau to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of seven thousand ($7,000) dollars for improvements to Meredith Neck Road 
under the state aid reconstruction program provided that the state of New 
Hampshire appropriates fourteen thousand ($14,000) dollars. 


Mr. Schuette explained that this is an article to raise funds to be 
matched by the state of New Hampshire under the state aid reconstruction 
program for making improvements to Meredith Neck Road. This is a two 
to one match program, with the state appropriating an additional $14,000 
for the year 1982. If voted in, this amount, coupled with previously ap- 
proved amounts, will provide approximately $69,000 for reconstruction of 


portions of Meredith Neck Road. The tax impact would be ten cents. 
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There was no further discussion. The motion was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 32 


By motion of Selectman Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Dever to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars for the purpose of perambulating the 
boundaries of the Town of Meredith as required by N.H. RSA 51:2. 


Selectman Nedeau explained that this article authorizes the Selectmen 
to expend $500 to hire someone to walk the boundaries separating Meredith 
from abutting communities. It is required by the state law to conduct such 
a survey every seven years. John Hodsdon stated that the Selectmen used 
to do this as part of their duties. The tax impact would be .007 cents. 


No further discussion. The motion was passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 33 


By motion of Selectman Dever, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Schuette to see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of forty-five thou- 
sand ($45,000) dollars for the purpose of purchasing a truck for the Highway 
Department, including radio, plus assembly, reconstruction and installa- 
tion expenses of additional equipment. 


Selectman Dever explained that this article authorizes the selectmen 
to spend $45,000 to acquire for the Highway Department: 
1 truck 
~ 1 radio 
rebuilding old truck body, assembly and reconstruct with 
optional equipment. 


Questions came from the floor as to the need and the high cost of this 
vehicle. Mr. Dever explained that they were purchasing a much heavier 
piece of equipment and gave a list of the specifications, 35,000 GVW and 190 
HP Diesel. Reconstruction and assembly will be done by our own shop. The 
cost of the new truck, new plow and wing will be approximately $38,000. The 
balance is for construction being done to the old body, building plow frame 
and radio. 


Mr. James Waldron wanted to know why the Capital Reserve Fund was 
not being used for this purchase. This is because the Highway Capital 
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Reserve Fund is reserved for large purchases and the town is looking to 
replace a loader in the future with this money. Mr. Waldron wanted the 
Revenue Sharing Fund to be used. Mr. Dever explained that it could not 
be done legally at this time and the Selectmen wished to keep some money 
in this Revenue Sharing Fund. An amendment was made by Mr. Waldron 
that the funds for this article be taken from the Highway Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund. 


The motion was seconded. Discussion‘was then heard on the amendment. 
The amendment was defeated by a voice vote. 


There was considerably more discussion on the original article. Sug- 
gestions were made to have a study made on rental on these large pieces 
of equipment and sub contracting and plowing. 


Mr. Robert Ambrose made a motion to table Article 33 and it was second- 
ed by Mr. Waldron. Motion was defeated. 


Mr. Dever explained some of the reasons for not renting equipment. The 
Selectmen felt that it was not in the best interest after consulting other towns. 
There was no further discussion. 


The moderator called for a vote. He was unable to determine vote. The 
second voice vote passed the article in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 34 


By motion of Selectman Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Swain to see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of five 
thousand ($5,000) dollars to purchase miscellaneous capital equipment for 
the Highway Department. Selectman Nedeau explained that this article 
authorizes the selectmen to spend $5,000 to acquire the following 
miscellaneous equipment for the Highway Department: 

1 Paint Machine 2,000.00 
1 Air Operator Jack 1,500.00 
Electrifying three (3) overhead doors at Highway Garage 1,500.00 


There was no discussion. Tax impact of seven cents. The article passed 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 35 


By motion of Selectman Swain, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Schuette to see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to contract 
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for emergency ambulance service rendered in the Town of Meredith, and 
appropriate a sum of money not to exceed twenty-one thousand ($21,000) 
dollars. 


Mr. Swain said that he had received complaints on the service and was 
going to leave it up to the people. It would be $21,000 for a one year contract. 
Paige Kuether made a motion to amend the article to read: Provided said 
contract has been reviewed and approved by a citizen committee appointed 
by the Selectmen. The motion was seconded. It was a feeling of the assembly 
that the Selectmen should handle the contract and any problems arising from 
the contract. 


The amendment was defeated by a voice vote. The article passed in the 
affirmative by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 36 


By motion of Selectman Dever it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Swain to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ninety-one thousand ($91,000) to construct a water main project for 
the Reservoir Road, provided said sum is prepaid in full by one or more 
benefiting property owners. 


Mr.Dever explained that this would construct 12”’ main from the Water 
Treatment Plant along Reservoir Road to Hemlock Drive to supply pro- 
posed industrial area. This would also include three hydrants. Construction 
of this water line, is contingent upon the town being reimbursed in total by 
one or more of the benefiting property owners. An appropriate agreement 
for reimbursement will be signed by the Selectmen prior to the beginning 
of construction. Mr. Dever said the $91,000 would be paid before construction. 


There were questions as to the wording of the article. James Waldron 
made a motion to amend the article to read: to see if the town will accept 
and appropriate the sum of $91,000 for construction of a water main project 
on Reservoir Road provided such sum is prepaid in full by one or more 
benefiting property owners. Motion was seconded by Warner Plummer. 
_ There was some further discussion regarding time element and town par- 
- ticipation in payment of water main. 


The article was passed as amended by a voice vote in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 37 


By motion of Selectman Nedeau it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Dever to see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 


- 27 


men to purchase the so-called Greenmore Bakery property on Route 3 at 
the cost of forty-five thousand ($45,000) dollars. 


Mr. Nedeau explained that this article would enable the Selectmen to 
purchase the Greemore property, with the ultimate goal being to remodel 
same to provide space for the Police Department, Court Activities, Public 
Meetings (Selectmen, Zoning, Planning, etc.) and the relocation of the 
Meredith Historical Society Headquarters. He also explained that there 
would be problems in court regarding property. The Selectmen felt if they 
could clear up these problems and purchase the property for $45,000, it would 
be a good idea. Selectmen would like the authority to purchase this building 
if not this year, next year if it were available. Tax impact 63 cents. 


Mr. Bruce Sanderson made a motion to table the article. It was second- 
ed. Moderator called for a voice vote on the motion to table the article. The 
first vote was unclear. The second voice vote was unclear. The moderator 
called for a show of hands — 84 to table article, 72 against. The article was 
tabled. 


ARTICLE 38 


By motion of Selectman Swain, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
Schuette to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three 
thousand ($3,000) dollars for the purchase and placement of maintenance 
free siding and other exterior improvements on the Ralph ‘‘Pa’’ Smith 
recreation building at Prescott Park. It was stated that the building was 
given to the town free and moved by the Rotary Club and renovated by the 
former Recreation Council. 


Parks and Playground Chairman Joe Dever explained that vinyl siding 
would be the best choice because the clapboards have been scraped and 
painted too many times. 


There was no further discussion. Article was passed by a voice vote in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 39 


By motion of Selectman Dever it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Nedeau to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of five thousand ($5,000) dollars for safety and general improvements 
to Meredith Center Park. 


Mr. Dever explained that this article appropriates $5,000 for a multi pur- 
pose asphalt court, completion of fencing, general design and landscaping 
of Meredith Center Park, and additional playground and park equipment. 
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Terry Berry spoke in favor of the article. 


There was no further discussion. The article was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 40 


By motion of Selectman Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Mr. Schuette to see if the selectmen will be authorized to serve as the fran- 
chising authority for the Town of Meredith pursuant to RSA 53:c:1 for the 
construction and operation of one or more cable television systems in the 
Town of Meredith. 


Mr. Nedeau explained that this article will authorize the Selectmen to 
enter into an agreement with one or more cable television systems in the 
Town of Meredith. 


Mr. Schuette explained that the original article of a few years ago 
specified one company only. In order to consider different companies this 
current article would have to be approved. 


No further discussion. The article was passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 41 


By motion of Lynn Smith, it was moved and duly seconded to see if the 
Citizens of Meredith shall ask members of the New Hampshire Congressional 
Delegation to support or co-sponsor a resolution in the U.S. Congress to: 


Request the President of the United States to propose to the Soviet Union 
that the United States and the Soviet Union adopt a mutual freeze on the 
testing, production, and deployment of nuclear weapons and of missiles and 
new aircraft designed primarily to deliver nuclear weapons, with verifica- 
tion safeguards satisfactory to both countries. 


Mrs. Smith also read supporting documents in favor of the article. There 
were strong arguments both in favor and against the article. Speaking in 
favor of the article were David Polhemus and Mr. Konchack. Speaking 
against the article were Mr. Hardy on behalf of General Atteberry, Mr. Levy, 
Harry Welch, and Janet Waldron. 


Wally Lowth made a motion to table the article which was seconded. 
The motion was defeated.

Scott Brackett called for a vote on the original article. 


Mr. Selden spoke in favor of sending our feelings to Washington 
regardless of whether we were for or against the issue. We should not give 
up the right of expression. 


There was no further discussion. The article passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 42 


By motion of Selectman Dever it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Nedeau to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Conserva- 
tion Commission to retain the unexpended portion of its yearly appropria- 
tion, said funds to be placed in a special conservation fund in accordance 
with RSA 36:A:S. 


Mr. Dever explained that the unexpended funds were usually returned 
to the General Fund. This article is requesting that the Conservation Com- 
mission be allowed to keep their funds. 


There was no further discussion. The article was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 43 


By motion of Mr. Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded by Select- 
man Dever to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand ($5,000) dollars 
to enable the Town of Meredith to put any private sewage system in disrepair 
back in a proper sanitary condition in accordance with RSA 147:17-a. 


Mr. Schuette explained that this fund is in existance now but with no 
funds allotted to it recently. Due to work done on private systems, the fund 
is depleted. It is recoverable over a long term. Tax impact of seven cents. 


There was no further discussion. The article passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 44 


By motion of Dr. Vazifdar, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. 
William Lowth to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of twelve thousand ($12,000) dollars for the purchase of necessary equip- 
ment for the Lakes Region General Hospital. Tax impact 17 cents. 


There was no further discussion. The article was passed in the 
affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 45 


By motion of Dr. Vazifdar, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand, seven 
hundred, ninety-five ($10,795.) dollars for the continuation of services to low- 
income and elderly residents of Meredith thru the Meredith Area Center 
Community Action Program, Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. 


Edith Mongo questioned why there were two offices. 


Michael Coleman explained that CAP did not have two offices. The Trini- 
ty Church is the Senior Citizen Center, and the Administration Office is on 
Plymouth Street. Tax impact is 15 cents. 


There was no further discussion. The article was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 46 


It was moved and duly seconded to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two thousand ($2,000) dollars to help support 
the Lakes Region Family Services. Tax impact is 3 cents. 


There was no discussion. The article was passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 47 


By motion of Ed Varney, it was moved and duly seconded to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eight thousand, eight 
hundred, ten and 75/100 ($8,810.75) dollars to maintain and continue the 
system of services of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center. Tax impact is 12 
cents. 


There was no further discussion. The article was passed in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 48 


By motion of Scott Brackett, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand, six 
hundred fifty-nine ($1,659) dollars and thirty-six (36) cents to the Lakes 
Region Association for the purpose of publicizing and promoting the natural 
advantages, as well as preservation of the natural resources of the Town, 
in cooperation with other Towns in the Lakes Region. Tax impact is 2 cents. 
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There was no discussion. The article was passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 49 


By motion of Meta Ohman, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand five 
hundred ($2,500) dollars towards the expenses of operating the Information 
Booth. Tax impact is 3 cents. 


There was no discussion. The article was passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 50 

By motion of Selectman Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Dever to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 


sum of four thousand ($4,000) dollars for the purpose of establishing a com- 
munity events account: 


Fourth of July $2,500 
Patriotic ceremonies 500 ~V.F.W. 
Old Home Days 1,000 Parks and Recreation 


Tax impact is 6 cents. 

There was no discussion. The article was passed in the affirmative. 
ARTICLE 51 

By motion of Mr. Hardy, it was moved and duly seconded by Mr. French 
to see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the Municipal Budget 
Law, New Hampshire RSA 32. 

Mr. Norman Baker spoke against the article, stating it had been defeated 
last year after considerable discussion. There has been nothing in the past 
year to change that vote. 

Mr. Earle Hardy, Marshall French, and Bill Lowth spoke in favor of 
the article. Several other persons spoke against the Budget Committee, in- 


cluding the Selectmen, Mrs. Joan Tice, and Mrs. Christine Hayes. 


The question was called. No further discussion. The article was defeated 
by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 52 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Moderator to appoint 
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six citizens of the Town, as provided in RSA 32:2 to serve on the Budget

This article was passed over because of the defeat of Article 51 to which 
this article was contingent. 


ARTICLE 53 


By motion of Selectman Dever, it was moved and duly seconded to see 
if the Town will vote to discontinue the Town right-of-way through the land 
of the City Missionary Society (Camps Andover-Waldron) 1981 Tax Map loca- 
tion R15-8. Said road will become a private way upon favorable vote. RSA 238. 


Mr. Dever explained the City Missionary Society had given a piece of 
land to the Town in order to continue the Town road out to Black Brook Road 
and at that time the use of a right-of-way across Missionary property was 
no longer necessary. They want to close this off to the public and it cannot 
be done until the vote of the Town to discontinue is passed. 


Warner Plummer made a motion to amend the article to read that the 
discontinuance would start at the beginning of junction of Old Roxbury Road 
and Roxbury Road and run easterly. The motion was seconded by Mr. Dever. 


The amendment was passed. The article was passed as amended, 
ARTICLE 54 


By motion of Mr. Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded by Select- 
man Nedeau to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not 
to exceed sixteen thousand, five hundred ($16,500) dollars for the control 
of the Gypsy Moth Larvae in 1982. The areas receiving treatment are to be 
established by the Board of Selectmen in consultation with State personnel 
and individual property owners. 


Mr. Schuette explained that this article would raise a maximum of 
$16,500 to spray portions of the Town in an attempt to prevent further in- 
festation of Gypsy Moths. After study of various control measures, their 
associated costs, possible effectiveness, etc., this article is an alternative 
which would provide for spraying along a majority of the Town road right- 
of-way. Spraying would be from ground apparatus and would cover a limited 
area on either side of roads that are so sprayed. 


There was some discussion concerning federal funds becoming available. 
There were feelings from the floor in regard to the dangers of spraying and 
also the usefulness of just spraying along the roads. Further 
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discussion revolved around the effectiveness of spraying against the moths. 
The tax impact is 23 cents. 


The article was passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 
ARTICLE 55 


To see if the Town will vote for improvements to Eaton Avenue and Spin- 
dle Point Road. 


Question was passed because there was no motion. 
ARTICLE 56 


By motion of Selectman Dever, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Swain to see if the Town will vote to authorize prepayment of 
resident taxes and to authorize the tax collector to accept prepayments as 
provided by RSA 80:1-a. 


Discussion concerned whether this was resident or property tax. Mr. 
Schuette read RSA 80:1-a in regard to prepayment. Mr. Vogler explained 
that this covers the period from April 1 to the time the bills are rendered. 


There was no further discussion. The article was passed in the affir- 
mative. Tax impact is zero. 


ARTICLE 57 


By motion of Selectman Nedeau, it was moved and duly seconded by 
Selectman Dever to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of five thousand ($5,000) dollars to defray the cost of the next phase 
of a study for the feasibility of conventional groundwater and/or so-called 
fractured bedrock water supplies within the Town of Meredith. 


Mr. Nedeau explained that this article will authorize $5,000 to defray 
a phase of water study. This phase will cover verification of possible frac- 
tures by ground study which would include surveys and field inspection. 


Town Engineer Jack Cilley explained the State has already mandated 
that Meredith will no longer be taking water from Lake Waukewan without 
treatment. Previously the Town voted to explore ground water sources 
rather than build a treatment plant. This is the second phase to determine 
what resources exist in Meredith for ground water. The third phase would 
be test drilling and it would be necessary to appropriate money in the future. 
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Mr. Plummer said that we have had an extension to 1984 by Water Pollu- 
tion Control but this program is not going to solve the problem. We could 
purchase water or select other alternative measures. 


Mr. Schuette said the Selectmen had chosen EEF] last year and are con- 
tinuing with EE] after investigation concerning other methods. 


Mr. Chuck Thorndike spoke in favor of the article. 


There was no further discussion. The article was passed in the affir- 
mative. Tax impact is 7 cents. 


ARTICLE 58 


By motion of Mr. Schuette, it was moved and duly seconded to see if 
the town will vote to abandon that portion of Old Route 104 lying westerly 
of the junction of Cotton Hill Road with N.H. Route 104, being more specifical- 
ly described as a parcel of land 5,355 square feet in area and being all that 
portion of Old Route 104 lying more than 75 feet north of the centerline of 
N.H. Route 104 from STA 338 + 53.66 to STA 340 + 27.54 and more than 25 
feet westerly of the centerline of Cotton Hill Road. 


Mr. William Lowth made a motion to amend the article to read - to see 
if the Town will vote to abandon that portion of Old Route 104 lying westerly 
of the junction of Cotton Hill Road with N.H. Route 104 to Winona Road. 


Some discussion on the land involved, value only to the abutters. Mr. 
Plummer said that Town of Meredith only has right-of-way and that is what 
we are giving up. 


The amendment passed in the affirmative. The article passed as amend- 
ed. Tax impact is zero. 


ARTICLE 59 


By motion of James Hughes, it was moved and duly seconded by Mar- 
shall French to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to con- 
vey to Clyde D. Prince and Mary M. Prince the area marked Parcel “B”’ 
with a 25-foot frontage on Old Route 104 in exchange for Clyde D. Prince 
and Mary M. Prince conveying to the Town the area marked Parcel ‘‘A”’ 
with an approximate 264 foot frontage on the same road as shown on ‘‘Plan 
showing land of Mary M. Prince and Clyde D. Prince, dated May 1972.’ 


James Hughes then made a motion to amend the article to authorize 
eat 


the Selectmen to negotiate rather than convey for that area. The motion was 
seconded. 


Mr. Nedeau said the Selectmen are not in favor of the exchange. 


Mr. Joe Dever, Parks and Playground Chairman, stated that the Com- 
mission was not in favor of the exchange. 


Mr. Plummer pointed out that piece of land concerned does not exist. 
The highway was there in 1847 when the railroad was laid out. In 1914 the 
railroad made a valuation survey and showed the crossing which the 
Railroad Commissioners had given to the highway in 1847 and showed the 
road 4914 feet wide. One half of that would take it well beyond the strip that 
the Princes propose to give to the Town. 


The amendment was defeated. The motion was defeated by a voice vote. 


Mr. Norman Baker publicly thanked Mr. John Dever for the good job 
he did as interim Selectman. 


The motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting at 12:35 a.m.

This has been the year of changes. Chief Fred Copp took over command, 
Leo Kershaw was elevated to 1st deputy, and in February when Deputy 
Ellsworth Cotton retired, Roger Hawkins, Jr. was elevated to 2nd deputy. 


Steve Bennett was appointed as Training Officer, and training the men 
received. 


A twelve week in house Basic Firemanship course was held and 10 men 
completed this course. Also the following Fire Schools were attended and 
the men traveled at their own expense. 

1 man to Hazardous Materials School in Concord, three days. 

1 man to Medical Technicians School in Concord, two days. 

1 man to LP-Gas Emergency School in Portsmouth, one day. 

2 men to Meadow Wood Fire School in Fitzwilliams, two days. 

15 men to Lakes Region Fire Training School in Gilford, two days. 

7 men to Lakes Region Fire Training School in Gilford, one day. 

5 men to Lakes Region Winter Fire Training School in Gilford, one day.

This year the Department would like to acquire a new Fire Truck, a 
first line attack truck which would replace the 1957 (tired) tanker, a Ford 
700 model. 


At present the body of the tanker is in very sad shape. There are many 
parts on this unit that could be salvaged and mounted on the other 1962 Ford 
F 700, to make that a far more efficient piece of equipment. The old FWD 
that is now Engine 3 would be moved down as a back up attack truck and 
a forest fire primary response truck. With its four wheel drive ability it could 
get in and out of hard to reach places that none of our tankers can get to. 
This engine has also been our main response truck to Mutual Aid Fires, so 
it has many more miles of road use, but it still has potential for many short 
runs, and the ability to take care of a multitude of problems. 


A new attack truck would give the department a selection of all around 


fire fighting units that could be used to handle the variety of fire calls we 
are now responding to. 
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Meredith Civil Defense 


Annual Report 


Upon assuming duties as Director of Civil Defense for the Town of 
Meredith, in May of this year, review of the program was immediately made 
and problem areas were identified. 


In an attempt to get the program for this community back on track, I 
enrolled with The Emergency Management Institute in Emmitsburg, 
Maryland for professional training as a Civil Defense Director. The program 
required two months of training and in August of this year I received cer- 
tification from the Institute. 


This training program helped me to identify the four areas a Civil 
Defense Director must be prepared to consider. 
1. Nuclear Disasters: the greatest disaster for a Nation as a whole. 
2. Natural Disasters: those that are specific threats to our community. 
3. Man-made Disasters: such as widespread riots and fires. 
4. Major Emergencies: industrial accidents, explosions, transportation 
accidents or plane crashes. 


Recognizing that the Town of Meredith has the potential for experienc- 
ing any of the four classes at any time, defensive measures were taken. In- 
quiries were made of Chief Curran of the Police Department and Chief Copp 
of the Fire Department for assistance and guidance especially since both 
departments would be involved firsthand should an emergency occur. 


Both men have agreed to work with me and to serve in a line of succes- 
sion in the event I was unavailable should an emergency occur. Their willing- 
ness to serve in areas beyond their required duties is a credit to both men 
and will give this town additional protection should the need arise. 


Trainings have been conducted with both departments in the area of 
Hazardous Materials Containment and Control. Future trainings are in the 
planning stages at this time for both departments in other areas of emergen- 
cy preparedness. 


At this time I would like to thank all the people who have made it a point 
to get involved with Civil Defense in this community and I will be looking 
forward to working with you in the future.

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Town Engineer’s Report 


This year has proven to be very active as far as public works im- 
provements are concerned. 


HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS 

Reconstruction of the Routes 3 and 25 intersection commenced this fall 
with a completion date of October 1983. This project will result in additional 
traffic lanes allowing for smoother traffic flow through the intersection. The 
resurfacing of Meredith Center Road was accomplished this year under State 
contract and Mill Street was resurfaced as a result of the Meredith Sewer 
Interceptor Project. The reconstruction of Old Hubbard Road has been com- 
pleted as part of the Town’s Highway Capital Improvement Program. 


Original construction of many local roads has proven to be inadequate, 
resulting in unanticipated expense every year for the town. Petitions are 
received each year to accept private roads as town roads; some of which 
are in need of extensive improvements before the town should consider ac- 
ceptance. Furthermore, due to increasing subdivision activity and the 
receipt of numerous petitions requesting improvements to Town roads, it 
is increasingly important that Meredith consider local appropriations for 
road maintenance and reconstruction. Maintaining a strict road sealing pro- 
gram to protect previous investments is essential as is perpetuating 
Meredith’s Highway Capital Improvement Program. 


WATER SYSTEM 
The addition of a back-up pump at the Lake Waukewan Pump Station 
has been completed. 


The on-going Groundwater Exploration Program is proceeding with the 
second phase of work which consists of ‘‘ground truthing”’; essentially this 
is a field verification of existing fractures in the earth’s surface which have 
the potential for collecting groundwater. The next phase of the study will 
be the drilling of test wells. It has been mandated by the State of N.H. that 
Meredith either construct a Water Treatment Plant or find another source 
of water; bedrock wells are apparently the most feasible alternative to a 
treatment plant. 


SEWER SYSTEM 

The Winnipesaukee River Basin Project is well ahead of schedule; this 
project will connect Meredith to the Regional Sewage Treatment Facility 
in Franklin. The Meredith Sewer Ordinance has been revised this year; 
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primarily to reflect State regulations regarding the use of this regional 
sewerage system. Local sewer user fees will change to reflect regional user 
charges levied by the State. 


Here again, it is essential that Meredith consider local appropriations 
to extend its sewer system. Federal funds for local extensions cannot be an- 
ticipated until after 1985; even then the Federal Government’s proportion 
will be significantly less than in previous years, resulting in larger expen- 
ditures by municipalities. 


BUILDING INSPECTION 
In 1982 there were 203 Building Permits issued; 31 for new homes and 
7 for new commercial buildings. 


The Town’s authority in regard to new construction quality or existing 
living conditions is limited since Meredith has not yet adopted building codes. 
Enabling legislation was passed in 1981 authorizing municipalities to adopt 
the BOCA Basic Building Code; this is something that Meredith should con- 
sider at this time to assure adequate living conditions and sound investments. 


HEALTH OFFICER/CODE ENFORCEMENT 

In 1982 this office reviewed 66 septic system designs. As a result of viola- 
tions of public health laws, one dwelling was connected to Town sewerage 
and one new private septic system was constructed. 


PARKS AND RECREATION 

Reconstruction of Hesky Park is anticipated in 1983 and will be coor- 
dinated with the intersection reconstruction. This project will be funded on 
a 50/50 matching basis using Federal Land & Water Conservation Funds. 
The reconstruction of Meredith Center Park was completed with the con- 
struction of a bituminous recreation court. A soil erosion control project at 
Waukewan Beach and completion of the Leavitt Park parking lot are 
scheduled for 1983. 


The N.E. Telephone Conduit Project, which also disrupted traffic in 
Meredith this year, will result in a significant expansion of telephone ser- 
vice capabilities. Additional local service as well as long distance service 
to Plymouth, Conway and neighboring towns is being provided for. 
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Highway Department 


The winter of 1981-82 will go on record as one of the toughest experienc- 
ed by this department in years. The record snowfall and the work hours for 
both men and machines required to maintain safe road conditions far ex- 
ceeded those budgeted for. The repair bills due to overtaxing of the equip- 
ment and the necessary amounts of sand and salt added to record costs of 
safe winter maintenance. 


As to summer maintenance, this year marked our all out attempt to 
catch up on some necessary maintenance projects. A number of miles of 
roads were cold patched to prevent further deterioration. A program was 
initiated to correct many drainage problems by ditching, correcting under 
draining, repairing and in some cases rebuilding catch basins and storm 
drains. 


A great deal of blasting of rocks and necessary shoulder work was ac- 
complished to eliminate many natural hazards that account for costly repairs 
to truck frames, plows and wings during winter snow plowing. Along with 
that all of the town’s roads bushes were mowed during the summer months 
to prevent expensive maintenance. 


As a result of the March Town Meeting, the department took delivery 
of a much needed sno-blower and a new diesel truck. The new diesel is a 
result of our attempt to continue the modernization of our fleet which will 
result in substantial savings over the comparable gasoline types. 


Much needed sidewalk repairs were performed during the summer 
months along Rt. 25 to the schools as this area was at the point that sidewalk 
conditions posed a hazardous situation to the many school children who use 
it everyday. 


Much attention was given to the care of our docks especially those at 
Shep Brown’s, Cattle Landing, and Bear Island. It is our hope that through 
timely attention great expense will not be incurred in this area. 


On behalf of my department, I would like to thank the citizens for their 
continued support.

Refuse Disposal Facility 


A great deal of activity has centered around solid waste. Its outcome 
will have a direct effect upon the Town of Meredith and the cost of solid waste 
disposal. 


Senate Bill 18, a revision of Chapter 566, which would establish solid 
waste districts and implement future planning drew a lot of attention. From 
the onset, the original House Bill 944 would have mandated strict policy, 
unnecessary bureaucracy and cost to towns like Meredith who had addressed 
their solid waste problems. The Selectmen and I attended countless meetings 
addressing these issues. Our legislative delegation, Mr. French, Mr. 
Hardy and Mr. Lamprey were invaluable in addressing corrective action 
in Concord. We are pleased that the legislature drew up a compromise that 
is flexible without mandating additional cost to the overburdened taxpayer. 


The economy raised havoc with our recycling efforts. Our recycled pro- 
ducts tied directly to the packaging and building industries took a nose dive. 
As an end result, we will suffer greatly in the areas of income from this facet 
of the operation. 


1982 saw a substantial amount of maintenance work performed on our 
equipment in an attempt to prevent unnecessary shutdowns. I must report 
to you that in the spring of 1983, one incinerator unit will face a major shut- 
down to completely reline the shell. The shell, made up of firebrick, has a 
life expectancy of six years. After consulting with experts in the field, we 
have been advised to perform this work. Any delay would cause extensive 
damage to the permanent structure. Because of foresight by the Selectmen, 
the monies for this work will be drawn from the existing capital reserve 
account, having no impact on this year’s budget or taxes. 


In an attempt to institute systemized planning, the mandated Ash 
Analysis Article in the 1982 Town warrant was performed with no surpris- 
ing findings. The second facet, relocating the old dump, continued with 
substantial testing for ground water. We plan to continue our efforts until 
the proper site is found. 


In the same vein, much can be done to expand the life of our existing 


‘site. My recommendation to the Town Manager and Selectmen of a full time 


attendant is one solution. We cannot continue the blatant misuse of the old 
dump site by persons too lazy to separate items. It is apparent after 
numerous years that an honor system does not work. 
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My thanks to the staff. Their efforts have made the system work. We 
look forward to continue servicing the people of Meredith and Centre Harbor.

1982 Report 


In addition to current responsibilities, personnel have been busy locating 
and supervising the repair of various water and sewer lines encountered 
by both the N.E. Telephone Co. conduit project and the Winnipesaukee River 
Basin Project. In both cases, the contractor is responsible for repairing any 
damaged utilities, however, it has been necessary for personnel to oversee 
this work to some extent to protect the Town’s interests. 


It is anticipated that our Sewage Treatment Plant will be de-activated 
by October of 1983 as a result of the construction of the Meredith Sewer In- 
terceptor. De-activation of the plant will have some impact on the local sewer 
budget, users fees and duties of the personnel. 


Special projects, maintenance work and routine operations included the 
following during 1982: 


Expansion of Lake Waukewan Pump Station to house a back-up 
water pump 

Installation of additional water service connections 

Three water main breaks were repaired 

The installation of four dry hydrants - resulting in improved fire pro- 
tection in rural areas at Cattle Landing, Winnipesaukee Beach Col- 
ony Club, Lake Wicwas (outlet) and Wicwas Beach 

Assisting Highway Department with culvert cleaning operations 

Improvements to the existing distribution system including new gate 
valves and pipe replacement work 

Cleaning and repairing sewer lines 

Lowering manhole frames and covers to avoid interference with 
snow removal operations 

Supervising four sewer service connections.

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Building/Grounds — Gypsy Moths 


Because of the substantial amount of money appropriated and spent on 
control of gypsy moth larvae, we wish to report what we feel was our suc- 
cesses, shortcomings, and future plans. 


From the onset where aerial spraying, for economical reasons, was ques- 
tionable, street spraying had its drawbacks. After studying egg masses, it 
was established that residential areas would be given priority. Some 100 
miles of road were sprayed, some received two sprayings. Extreme care 
was exercised honoring people’s wishes not to spray. In areas sprayed, we 
established control as there was no area totally stripped. We made every 
effort to service everyone’s concerns as money and time allowed. 


As this was an undertaking that few had experience with, there were 
many people who assisted behind the scenes from the Town’s office staff 
who manned the phones; the Police Department who assisted with traffic 
control and radio dispatch; and summer help who assisted with the actual 
spraying. This assistance made our efforts possible without complaints or 
damage to property or persons. 


Bartlett Tree Company, the Town contractor, made every effort to ac- 
commodate our wishes. They conducted the spraying in truly a professional 
manner. 


There is evidence the gypsy moth’s cycle will be on the decline. The 
weather, the moth’s population, and now what experts claim, an eminity 
existent within the trees themselves may make spraying unnecessary. There 
still lies the chance that areas first hit in 1982 may see a re-occurrance. I 
believe that every effort will be made to monitor this situation so that we 
never experience the devastation of totally stripped trees of summers past.

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Report of the 
Meredith Conservation Commission 


1982 


The Conservation Commission is moving forward with actions to 
preserve both our natural heritage and resources. During 1982 the commis- 
sion met monthly at the Municipal Building to act on dredge and fill applica- 
tions and other business. 


The Commission voted to continue financial assistance to an Inter-Lakes 
High School student who wished to attend the Bear Brook State Park Con- 
servation Camp. 


The increasing subdivision of Forest and Rural zoned areas is being 
reviewed by the Commission to determine the impact on the rural aspect 
of town. To this end the Commission is working toward a Forest Conserva- 
tion Zone as recommended by the newly available Town Master Plan. 


The Commission is projecting a plan to be jointly developed with the 
Parks and Recreation Department to identify uses which will be permitted 
in the Hamlin Recreation and Conservation Area, a town forest. 


The Commission in its effort to preserve older structures in the com- 
munity is investigating whether what are presently called stone ‘‘culverts”’ 
are in reality stone “‘bridges”’ which should be identified for preservation 
as historical objects. 


Edwin W. Moulton accepted appointment to the Commission for another 
three year term. Harold G. Wyatt, Louis A. Laverdure and Herbert G. Stahl 
also joined the Commission. 


The Commission’s effort to preserve the natural beauty of the town is 
succeeding. Petitions from residents and property owners on Carleton Rd, 
Hermit Woods Rd, Saddle Hill Rd, Roxbury Rd, Pinnacle Hill Rd and 
Chemung Rd from Tucker Mountain Rd to and including Eastman Rd have 
been received requesting these roads be declared Scenic Roads. 


Dredge and fill applications processed. 
Received - 17 Approved - 16 Disapproved - 1 
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The Commission has cooperated with the Loon Preservation Commis- 
sion in their efforts for the preservation of loons. 


The Conservation Commission normally meets the first Thursday of 
each month at the Municipal Building in the Harold G. Wyatt Room. The 
public is encouraged to attend these meetings but should check with a Com- 
mission member to confirm date and time.

Annual Report To The Town Of Meredith 


The Town of Meredith is one of thirty-two communities which form the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission. These communities have been strongly 
committed to using a regional planning agency, both for consultation and 
as a vehicle of inter-local cooperation. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission is not a state agency; little fun- 
ding comes from the State government. The Commission is funded almost 
entirely through local appropriations and contracts and federal grants. The 
LRPC applies for these federal grants on a competitive basis, so each time 
the LRPC is successful in obtaining a federal grant for planning activities 
in the Lakes Region, we are bringing in funds which would otherwise go to 
other areas. Generally, our performance in grantsmanship has been 
excellent. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission provided a wide range of ser- 
vices to the Town of Meredith during 1982. Listed below are some of our 
accomplishments: 


¢ Completed the new 1982 Master Plan. This 350-page document is a 
comprehensive policy guide for future growth and development. 
Chapters in the Plan include Downtown Improvements, Land Use, 
Population, Housing, Economic Base, Transportation and Utilities, 
Community Facilities and Services, Open Space and Recreation and 
Historic Resourses. 


e Assisted the Planning Board regarding amendments to the town’s 
subdivision regulations and zoning amendments. 


¢ Completed an Historic Resources Survey of the downtown area. 


e Provided detailed information to, and met with, several potential 
developers of the Amatex site. 


e Assisted the Selectmen in reaction to the State regional solid waste 
legislation. 


¢ Met with the Selectmen to explain the Lakes Region Solid Waste 
District. 
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Discussed opportunities for a septic pumpout facility to serve 
regional septage haulers. 


Advised the Conservation Commission on Wetlands Mapping. 


Presented the Downtown Improvement Plan to downtown 
merchants. 


Assisted the town engineer in consideration of a possible building 
code. 


Advised the town on alternatives and consequences regarding 
development of the Chemung area. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission also conducted several studies 
and activities on a regional basis. Much of this work provides direct or in- 
direct benefits to the Town of Meredith. Listed below are some of the reports 
and activities of the past year. 


e Completed the Phase I Marketing Study for the Concord-to-Lincoln 
Railroad Line (this line passes through Meredith). The LRPC is 
working closely with the operator of the rail line and the State 
Railroad Division to improve the line’s profitability. Much of our 
effort is now concentrated in attracting industrial development to 
appropriate locations along the rail line. 


Fought for legislative change in the State Solid Waste Bill and 
organized the Lakes Region Solid Waste District. 


e Served as a regional office for U.S. Census data and responded to 
numerous requests for Census information. 


Completed the Lakes Region Economic Profile, a report filled with 
economic, population, housing and community data relating to 
economic development. 


Completed the draft of a Tourism Plan for the Lakes Region. This 
report examines the role of tourism in our economy and recom- 
mends ways in which our tourism industry can be enhanced. 


¢ Completed the Groundwater Protection Manual - A Guide for Local 
Action. 
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e¢ Completed the Lakes Region Bikeway System Study. If constructed, 
the 30-mile bikeway would link Meredith with Weirs Beach, Laconia, 
Tilton and Franklin, following the route of the new sewer intercep- 
tor most of the way. 


¢ Completed an inventory of non-point pollution sources. 


¢ Completed a handbook for solar TAP panels and solar attics for 
mobile homes. 


e Initiated a conservation easement program to assist landowners and 
communities establish conservation easements.

Report of the Executive Secretary 
July 1, 1981 to June 30, 1982 


The Lakes Region Association brought together seven Chambers of Com- 
merce in the Region for a Cooperative Advertising/Mailing Program. Under 
a formular system it was set up so that each of the Chamber could participate 
at whatever level it was within their reach either financial or brochure wise. 
This program used $7,780.00 of cooperative funds and requested a State Mat- 
ching Grant of a like amount giving us $15,560.00 for white space advertis- 
ing and a total of $24,780.00 for the entire program, including expenses of 
mailing literature directly to those interested parties. This program 
stimulated over 28,500 individual requests. A record amount at less than 54 
cents each. This program is the envy of other areas, but has not been lifted, 
for it entails too much work. 


Last Fall and Winter we produced the first Winter Brochure that the 
Region has had in many years, this too was helpful in making our Winter 
season economically strong. There was also a distribution, as well as adver- 
tising program for this phase of our efforts. 


Spring, while we were servicing these inquiries, our Lakes Region At- 
tractions group were not to be out-done. They too planned a Television adver- 
tising program, raised $14,000.00 of their own money and requested and ob- 
tained a Matching Grant for another $14,000.00. This well designed program 
was used in the Great Boston/Providence area to encourage the day trip- 
per, as well the longer time vacationer. This was also most successful. They 
again published and distributed 450M of their brochures and work hard to 
keep the public informed that this is an excellent location for a vacation or 
a seasonal or year round home area. 


We continue to publish annually the Where To Book, the Navigational 
Charts of several of our Lakes, guide new property owners in management 
and promotion of their property, work with the many state agencies, and 
are active with the N.H. Travel Council. 


The Lakes Region Association seeks to preserve the quality of life we 
have here in our special part of New Hampshire. We want to maintain and 
preserve our natural resources, our lakes, our fields and forests, so that they 
can be enjoyed by not only those of us that live here but also by those that 
visit our Region. 
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I have faith in our communities, their judgement and their ideals and 
know the Lakes Region Association will work comfortably with our com- 


munities to mutual goals.

Meredith Planning Board 


1982 has seen many changes take place on the Planning Board. It has 
also seen the completion and adoption of the new Master Plan for the Town 
of Meredith. This was officially adopted by the Planning Board on October 
5, 1982, and sets in motion the wishes of the townspeople as expressed in 
the several surveys conducted over the past several years. The hardest part 
is yet to come - implementation of the Plan. Towards this end the Planning 
Board is this year proposing the establishment of several new districts in 
the town to assure a more realistic and economical use of land. These new 
districts are the direct result of recommendations made and adopted by the 
board in the Plan. Implementation of these recommendations, which are 
often repeated in the several chapters of the plan, will enable the board to 
propose changes and amendments to the zoning ordinance, subdivision 
regulations and site plan review regulations making them less ambiguous 
and less open to interpretation by individuals. 


When work was started on the adoption of a new Master Plan, it was 
decided that it would be reviewed each year and as the priorities and needs 
of the town changed, so would the plan. It is hoped that future boards will 
continue this updating process. 


In addition to the Master Plan work, the board has also continued to 
do ‘‘business as usual,’’ and 1982 saw many applications for subdivisions 
of one and two lots, reflecting the tight money situation. Since the middle 
of the summer the board has held either a regular meeting or a work ses- 
sion almost every Tuesday night. Changes in the enabling legislation have 
also slowed down the time in which an application can be processed by the 
board. 


Our thanks go to the following people who have left positions on the board 
for various reasons: Gary Fletcher, Anthony Creonte, John Farrington, 
Marilyn Plummer, and Walter Mitchell, and we welcome their replacements 
who have volunteered their time to a very busy board. 


The board’s work by its very nature is somewhat controversial and we 
still urge you to bring us your comments and constructive criticisms, tak- 
ing into consideration that it is the whole town which is affected by any deci- 
sions that are made, not just a small segment of the population or a par- 
ticular area.

Meredith Zoning Board Report 


During 1982 the Zoning Board heard 41 cases. This was closer to the an- 
nual average than last year’s low of 31 cases. The majority of the cases in- 
volved variances to construct buildings closer to the lot line than the or- 
dinance permits. Seventy-three percent of the cases occurred during the five 
month period for May through September. This coincides with the peak 
building period for our area.

The Meredith Parks and Recreation Department entered its fourth year 
of year-round service with an uncertain future. However, the 1982 Town 
Meeting demonstrated its overwhelming support of a full-time parks and 
recreation program in Meredith. 


In response to.the strong citizen backing, our department proceeded to 
increase its programming by nearly 100% as we offered 82 programs, ac- 
tivities, and events in 1982. 3800 townspeople participated in these activities, 
an increase of more than 1,000 participants above 1981. In addition, the 
Recreation Department organized and coordinated Winter Carnival ’82 and 
Old Home Days ’82, and assisted many other recreational activities such 
as the super Lakes Region Fine Arts & Crafts Festival and the Save 
Stonedam Island Canoe Races. 


Our Parks Department provided facilities for countless other recrea- 
tional opportunities, both active and passive, throughout the year. Highlights 
in the park operations for 1982 were the acquisition of a new diesel tractor 
which greatly increased our maintenance capabilities and efficiency; and 
the major improvements we made to the recreational facilities at the 
Meredith Center Park. 


The Parks and Recreation Commission welcomed two new members 
to the board in 1982. Mike McCutcheon and Tony Frisina, both long-time sup- 
porters of recreation in Meredith, took the places of Nate Torr and Terry 
Berry who both resigned for personal reasons following enthusiastic ser- 
vice to the Commission. 


I take this opportunity to thank the other departments within the Town 
of Meredith who have all supported and aided the Parks and Recreation 
Department during 1982. A special thanks goes to Mark Haynes an incom- 
parable maintenance supervisor and a valuable ally.. 


1983 marks the fifth year of full-time recreation in Meredith. Please join 
us as we celebrate this anniversary.

Report to the Towns 


While employment has slowed a bit in the past year, our child care ser- 
vices continue to be in great demand - especially when a parent finds that 
long sought for position! During the last twelve months 123 children were 
served from 99 families from six towns in the Inter-Lakes region. Operating 
on a year-round basis from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m., the Day Care Center has 
made it possible for the parents of 116 children to maintain employment 
bringing into the community a combined income of well over a million 
dollars! As a private, non-profit agency governed by a volunteer Board of 
Directors consisting of parents and other community citizens, the Center 
operates a comprehensive preschool program for three to six year olds, and 
before and after sc100l program for children of elementary school age. In 
providing for sociv.1, emotional, physical, and educational development a 
full range of servives is offered including education, health care, vision and 
hearing screening, immunizations, dental care, nutrition and information 
and referral. As a participant in the New Hampshire Child Care Food Pro- 
gram sponsored by USDA hot lunches, breakfasts, and two snacks are served 
daily. In the past year 6176 lunches, 2249 breakfasts, and 12007 snacks were 
served. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center for 1983 is $88,249.00. 
Of this we will be receiving in tuition paid by parents $43,700, $4900.00 from 
N.H. Child Care Food Program (USDA), and $2500.00 from CETA. This also 
includes the following: $37,* 19.00 of which $23,037.00 is Title XX, $557.00 from 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children, and $13,555.00 which must be ob- 
tained in local funding. The money we receive from the towns that we serve 
is matched three times by the federal government. 


Area residents are cordially welcome to visit the Inter-Lakes Day Care 
Center and Nursery School at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.

Gentlemen: 


For the calendar year 1982, the number of animals brought to the N.H. 
Humane Society shelter on Meredith Center Road from the Meredith Animal 
Control Officer and Meredith residents totalled 316. Town residents left 81 
dogs and puppies, 101 cats and kittens. We received 114 stray dogs or pup- 
pies and 20 cats or kittens from the Meredith Animal Control Officer. 


The Animal Control Agreement which the Society offers the Town of 
Meredith provides your animal control officer and the Town residents with 
an excellent community service. Our budget appropriation request for the 
year 1982 is $2,000. This has been approved by the State Department of 
Revenue Administration. . 


For this consideration, the Society provides a suitable shelter, making 
it available 24 hours a day for your Animal Control Officer to leave strays 
or restrain animals. This satisfies your Town’s requirements under Chapter 
442-A, Rabies Control Act. The Society will assist your Animal Control Of- 
ficer in any unusual animal problems, cremate dead animals, and in- 
vestigate possible cruelty complaints. 


For your Town residents, the Society’s shelter is open seven days a week 
(holidays excepted) from 10 a.m. to5 p.m. to receive unwanted animals or 
assist them with animals which must be humanely euthanized. A small dona- 
tion is requested for these services. We will also assist in the return of lost 
pets and offer healthy animals for adoption. Spaying and neutering 
assistance is offered to your residents adopting animals from our shelter. 
Free booklets to assist in the care and training of pets are available, as well 
as the services of our humane education department for your schools and 
adult groups. Also, our ‘‘Pet Therapy Program”’ is available to nursing 
homes. 


We ask that residents who have lost their pet call us at once at 524-3252 
in order to help us identify stray animals brought to us so that we can reunite 
them with their owners. 


We invite everyone to visit our shelter and to become familiar with its 
many services.

Dear Mr. Schuette: 


We are requesting $3,000.00 from the town of Meredith to help support 
Lakes Region Family Service in 1983. Lakes Region Family Service con- 
tinues to offer family, individual, marital, child/adolescent, and group 
counseling. These services were made available to residents of Meredith 
in 1982 in the Meredith Congregational Church. This satellite office is open 
one day per week: the cost to the agency in staff time alone, was $3276.00. 
In addition, the Meredith office incurs transportation costs and general 
management costs. Clients pay for service on a sliding scale fee; most 
families are seen for an average of eight sessions and the average fee in 
1981 was $7.83. No one is denied service because of inability to pay. 


In 1982, the agency has expanded by offering a domestic violence pro- 
gram of services to violent families. The program includes a 24 hour crisis 
line, transportation, advocacy, emergency shelter, peer counseling, profes- 
sional counseling, a support group and community education. These 
emergency services are available without cost to the client. 


We have organized a volunteer group, the Lakes Region Task Force 
Against Domestic Violence, to assist us in offering services and we have 
devoted our efforts to coordinating our new service with existing services. 
in the community. The first year of the domestic violence program was fund- 
ed by the New Hampshire Charitable Trust Fund and these funds have been 
expended. We anticipate the receipt of HUD funds through the City of 
Laconia in 1983 to fund services to violent families from Laconia. We have 
an urgent need for funds from towns that surround Laconia in order to con- 
tinue to offer the domestic violence program to residents of those towns. 


The agency has seen a large increase in families served from Meredith 
in 1982: 
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Meredith Families Served Total Number Served 


1980 24 376 
1981 33 458 
1982 (Jan. - Oct.) 47 508 


Lakes Region Family Services has experienced a large increase in the 
demand for services: Meredith residents currently account for 9.25% of our 
entire caseload. 


In addition to the increase in demand for services to violent families, 
we have met a growing need for services to children and adolescents. In 
1982, children and adolescents accounted for one-third of our caseload; so 
far in 1982, forty-one percent of people we have seen as counseling intakes 
have been children and youth. 


Services to Children and Adolescents: 


Lakes Region Family Service is one of two professional counseling agen- 
cies available to residents of Meredith who are experiencing problems of 
children and youth. We enjoy a good working relationship with the other 
agency, Lakes Region Mental Health, and referrals are made between us 
when appropriate. 


Lakes Region Family Service is able to make a real difference in fami- 
ly life. When we see a child or adolescent who has school, peer, family, or 
legal problems, we routinely involve the whole family as well as the school 
or any other agency that is involved with the young person. Experience has 
taught us that this approach yields results whereas seeing a child or adoles- 
cent on his/her own, without involving significant adults, is not productive. 


Our staff includes an experienced psychiatric consultant who reviews 
with us the treatment plan for families. We have earned an excellent reputa- 
tion in the community for assisting troubled young people. Our sliding scale 
fee enables any family to afford our service; no one is refused service 
because of inability to pay and the average client fee per session was $7.63 
in 1981. Any family who calls us is seen by an experienced, Master’s level 
counselor. 


Our agency has actively pursued the area of providing workshops for 
the community in 1982. Groups and workshops have been offered for children 
of divorce, for divorced adults, adolescents, and a group is run continuous- 
ly to educate and support mothers. We also provided a community educa- 
tion night on domestic violence in September, 1982.

We continue to offer a Family Life Library, and a sound-slide produc- 
tion is available describing the services of the agency. 


We are very eager to have an appointment to meet with your budget 
committee to answer questions and to further explain how vital it is for us 
to have your assistance in the form of the appropriation we are requesting.

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History Of The 
Meredith Historical Society 


The Meredith Historical Society was organized in 1950. The object of 
the Society is for the purpose of collecting, preserving, writing and publishing 
whatevér may be of value relating to the history of Meredith and to preserve 
all valuable books, manuscripts, prints, relics and other articles relating 
to the history of the town. 


The Museum building was built between 1800 and 1804 and was used as 
a Baptist Church until acquired in 1950 by the Historical Society. At that 
time the land was given to the Society by the late Clarence Gordon. 


The Society met at the home of Ernest Nedeau on Dec. 20, 1949, and the 
first meeting at Irwin Anair’s on Jan. 3, 1950. 


Meetings are now held from April through December. The first and last 
meetings are held at The Congregational Church, and the Summer Meetings 
are held at the Museum on what is now called Winona Road, at 8 p.m. The 
Society has had many interesting speakers and visitors are welcome at these 
meetings. 


During the summer months the Museum holds Open House on Satur- 
day afternoons from 1 to 4 p.m. and there is always someone in attendance. 
All are welcome to come in and browse around. There are many interesting 
articles and papers to view there. 


In 1909 The Boston Post Newspaper provided gold headed canes to towns 
in New England to the oldest resident in town. The canes were not to become 
the property of the recipient but upon their demise to be returned to the town. 
In 1970 the Town Officials of Meredith entrusted the awarding of these canes 
to The Historical Society. Now they find there are two canes in Meredith, 
one is held by Mr. Harold Fay and the other by Mrs. Gertrude Murray. The 
Boston Post no longer exists, but this is a unique cistom which is still car- 
ried on in many New England towns.

Even though 1982 was not a regular session year, it was a very active 
year due to economic times which resulted in revenue shortfall and serious 
budgetary problems. 


I do not think that any Legislator was pleased with the special session 
supplemental budget, however no new revenue measures passed. It was the 
same old “‘band-aid’”’ approach of adding percentages here and there to our 
present taxes and endeavoring to cut some expense. Not that I like to pay 
any tax, but I feel that we must provide some new revenue as well as mak- 
ing state government more efficient. We cannot continue to balance the state 
budget on business alone or increases in interest and dividends, rooms and 
meals tax or other miscellaneous taxes. If the economy does not turn around 
so that our present tax structure produces more revenue, then we must have 
tax reform or drastically cut state spending which will result in the elimina- 
tion of all kinds of services including those that have a direct bearing on 
municipalities. I am convinced that a broader based tax structure cannot 
and will not be passed in this session or in this biennium. Therefore, I recom- 
mend to the people of Meredith, especially the Selectmen, that they do 
everything they can to curb spending, and to allow only for those expen- 
ditures that are absolutely necessary and essential for at least the next two 
years. It stands to reason that federal cuts will result in a drop in revenues 
to the state, counties and municipalities. 


I want to thank the people of Meredith for their support and confidence 
in the seven terms that I have served in the New Hampshire Legislature. 
It has been a very rewarding experience for me and I highly recommend 
it to anyone that has the time, desire and dedication to serve. This term will 
be my last, as I have decided to retire from political life.

Assessor’s Report 
1983 


The state mandated revaluation of all taxable properties in Meredith 
was completed this past summer with the help of the United Appraisal Com- 
pany, and the new assessments were used for the 1982 warrant. The state 
Department of Revenue Administration has completed their annual review 
of sales and assessments and has established our new equalization rate at 
99% of market value. Our analysis further indicates that our dispersion (or 
error rate) has been reduced to 10%. These figures represent a tremendous 
improvement over last year’s 35% equalization rate and 27% overall 
dispersion. 


While the overall figures speak well for the quality of the Meredith 
revaluation, we recognize that some errors have probably been made. We 
hope that most errors were corrected during the informal hearings with 
United Appraisal Company this past summer and that any remaining er- 
rors will be resolved during the formal appeals process. As of this 
Christmastime writing, we have processed appeals from 243 citizens (about 
5% of the total number of property owners). 


This year Meredith will again be using the Inventory of Taxable Pro- 
perty forms. Although the legislature has made the use of this form a local 
option, the Selectman plan to continue the use of this form to enable the 
maintenance of resident information, exemption requests, and new construc- 
tion data. These forms will be mailed in early February and must be returned 
by 15 April to avoid penalty. - 


With the acquisition of the new town computer system last spring, the 
Assessor’s Office now has the capability to rapidly retrieve information. If 
you have need for tax or sales data, please come in and let us know your 
requirements.

In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group 
of Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above 
paragraph, the combined financial statements and the combining, individual 
fund and account group financial statements referred to above present fairly 
the financial position of the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire at December 
31, 1981, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, in confor- 
mity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis con- 
sistent with that of the preceding year, after giving retroactive effect to the 
changes, with which we concur, in the method of accounting for the water 
and sewer department funds as described in Note 6 to the financial 
statements. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on 
the combined financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining, 
individual fund and account group financial statements. The accompany- 
ing financial information listed as supplemental schedules in the table of 
contents is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required 
part of the combined financial statements of the Town of Meredith, New 
Hampshire. The information has been subjected to the auditing procedures
